CIVILIANS TO BE INVITED 
TO TRY OUT FOR OLYMPICS 

Maj. Frank L. Whittaker, Secre- 
tary of the Olympic Equestrian Gam- 
es Committee, has announced that a 
series of tryouts for the selection of 
the Olympic Equestrian Team will 
be held at Fort Riley, Kan., or such 
other place as may be designated in 
the fall of 1939. Such civilian rid- 
ers and their horses as have been 
approved by the American Horse 
Shows Ass’n., will be invited to com- 
pete. 

Maj. Whittaker explained that ap- 
proval of the American Horse Shows 
Association will include considera- 
as to applicants’ amateur and 
American standing and applicants’ 
eligibility under the rules of the 
Federation Equestre Internationale. 
Further all applicants must be pre- 
pared to pay their own expenses and 
expenses of their horses, to, from 
and during the tryouts.

An Answer For Timber Racing 


The Middleburg Chronicle, 
Middleburg ,Virginia. 
Dear Sirs: 

In your issue of November 18th you published a letter from a Mr. Fred 
W. Jones, of Far Hills, N. J., on the subject of timber racing. 

Mr. Jones was disturbed because, at the meeting of the Essex Foxhounds, 
the timber race, which was the feature, was a ‘‘walkover’’. There were two 
horses in this race—one an exceptionally good one—and we were under the 
impression that the term ‘‘walkover’’ was applied to races in which there 
was but one starter. But, aside from that, and admitting the race as un- 
fortunate, it is a mistake to judge the whole from a single one of its parts. 
Before and after Essex, there were three exceptionally good timber races: 
Meadowbrook, nine starters; Monmouth, six starters; and Middleburg, seven 
starters. 

Again, Mr. Jones says that, ‘‘To anyone who has studied the subject’, 
(and perhaps Mr. Jones hasn’t studied it quite enough) “it is evident that 
a stiff, clean, up-standing post and rail fence is not a safe or easy obstacle 
to negotiate at speed’’, and that only a few exceptions and freaks get away 
with it. 

Mr. Jones is perhaps unaware of the fact that, during the season of 1938 
at the hunt meetings, fifteen per cent of the horses that started in timber 
races fell, and fourteen and one-third per cent of the horses starting in 
brush races fell. During this same year, two and one-half per cent of tim- 
ber starters lost their riders, and three and two-thirds per cent of starters 
in brush races lost their riders. From which it may be seen that the per- 
centage of falls in timber and brush throughout the season of 1938 was 
practically equal. During the same season, the percentage of horses that 
started in timber was five per race, and the percentage of horses that start- 
ed in brush was five and five-sevenths. 

At the bottom of this article we are submitting an analysis of the hunt 
meetings compiled from the charts published by Horse and Horseman, which 
we believe to be illuminating. 

Again, quoting from Mr. Jones: “The Aiken Drag fence has been raced 
over for years by all sorts and conditions of horses and riders and still has 
a good record.” 

We think Mr. Jones is again in error, because there is no record of any 
race over Aiken Drag fences during the year 1938. 

Mr. Jones believes that it will be a crime to give up four-mile up-and- 
down-hill, cross-country races, but believes that the fences should be chang- 
ed so that they could be negotiated with greater safety; and he further be- 
lieves that the measure of the success of a race is the numbr of starters that 
go to the post and the percentage that stand up and finish. 

Has Mr. Jones given due consideration to the Grand National at Aintree? 
True it is that many horses go to the post, but it is equally true that the 
percentage that finish is small. In a race that has been run for a hundred 
years, we believe it safe to assume that seventy-five per cent of the starters 
have failed to finish; and are we to belive from that that the Grand National 
is not a great race? 

A long race would make little sense if the obstacles were so easy and safe 
to negotiate that no one came to grief. It is not the object of a jumping 
race to injure or kill horses or riders; and to attempt to design a long-dist- 
ance jumping race in which there are no falls is an entirely revolutionary 
idea. We suppose that there is a certain satisfaction for owner, jockey, or 
trainer to have produced a horse that finished first over a difficult set of 
obstacles, when some of his competitors came to grief during the journey. 
This element of chance is fundamental to a jumping race, and always has 
been so and always will. We must point out that the timber race is the 
feature race at all the hunt meetings, and is considered so by the crowd who 
attend and by the newspapers that report the races. So, why should we 
want to eliminate them, since they attract an approximate equal number of 
starters and produce a like percentage of falls, as do the brush races. 

We might add that, during the past year, two horses were destroyed in 
brush races and none in timber races. 

Perhaps more important than anything that has been said above, are the 
statistics with which we close.

THE LANDHOPE CUP 


It is proposed to hold a timber race at Landhope, the property of Arthur 
I, Meigs, five miles southwest of Unionville, Chester County, Pa., on Tues- 
day, April 21st, 1936, at four o’clock in the afternoon. 

The Landhope Cup is an Invitation Race in which no competing horse re- 
ceives any prize of any kind what ever. 

The Rider of the winning horse receives an appropriate silver-cup, and the 
Rider of the second horse receives a trophy.

The object of this race is to further the amateur and post and rail racing.

The Control Of Bots In Horses 


By I. D. Wilson, Veterinary Dept., of V. P. I. 


During the past few years, in a few counties of Virginia, systematic cam. 
paigns have been made to control parasitic infestation of horses. The re- 
wards have been worth the efforts. This has been attested to by the fact 
that the treatment has been repeated year after year in the areas where 
once started, and by the fact that the campaign has been carried on in new 
areas each year. In some States annual state-wide campaigns have been 
carried on successfully for a number of years. It is the hope that this year 
the campaign may be made state-wide in Virginia. It is certain that no in. 
vestment would pay better dividends. 


It may be safely stated that practically all horses suffer from intestinal 
parasites and in the fall and winter from bots. Not only do such animals 
require more feed, but they lack thrift and vigor, particularly is this notice- 
able when they are at work. A heavily infested animal may be in good 
flesh until worked. Furthermore, colic and other forms of indigestion are 
far more frequent in parasitized animals. This factor alone makes the 
treatment worthwhile. Then too, if all the horses in a fairly large area are 
treated, there will be few or no bot-flies the following year because of the 
limited range of the bot-fly which is about one-half mile from place of its 
hatching. 


There are two species of bot-flies in Virginia. One deposits its eggs 
principally on the legs and the other on the lower side of the jaw and 
throat. The latter is more annoying than the former during the fly season, 
although both are frequently troublesome. The eggs are attached to the 
hair during the summer and fall and hatch in a few days. The young larvae 
then make their way to the throat and stomach of the animal where they 
remain during the winter. Unless removed by proper treatment, the bot 
passes from the animal in late spring and summer and develops into a fly. 


In addition to bots practically all horses, especially young animals, pick 
up round worm eggs during the spring, summer, and fall. In many animals, 
literally thousands of parasites may invade the digestive tract. This can be 
easily determined by a microscopic examination of the faces. Your local 
veterinarian will be glad to render this service. 


Fortunately, we have available a highly successful treatment and, more 
fortunately still, one treatment not only will remove practically one hun- 
dred percent of the bots but most of the round worms as well. Unless the 
treatment is properly administered, it is not without danger. It has been 
the custom for the county agricultural agent and the practicing veterinar- 
ian located in the county to cooperate in the parasite eradication campaign. 
The county agent arranges for meetings, schedules the time for the treat- 
ment, and frequently has all the horses of a community brought to a central 
point. By so doing, the veterinarian can treat a large number of animals 
at one place and in this way reduce the cost of the treatment to a minimum. 
It requires about 30 days for the eggs to hatch and the larvae to reach the 
stage of development necessary for the treatment to be effective, therefore, 
it should be administered as soon as possible, approximately one month af- 
ter the first killing frost. Bots removed by treatment will be destroyed by 
cold weather and therefore cannot develop into flies. Treatment must be 
preceded by fasting the animal 10-24 hours; allowing nothing but water. 
After treatment feed should be withheld for about three hours when a light 
meal may be given. Those who are interested should see their veterinar- 
ian or county agent.

Friday’s (Dec. 2nd) day of sport 
with Dr. A. C. Randolph, M. F. H. 
was a day of beautiful Hound work 
with the pack on a red fox while a 
grey wove in and out around Rattle- 
snake Hill apparently bent on foil- 
ing the line that was hunted for near- 
ly two hours with the excellent casts 
of Huntsman Craun. 

The meet was at Atoka, at eleven 
o'clock and Huntsman Craun set 
away to draw the Raymond Guest 
Farm at 11:10. A field of fifty was 
out, the temperature was rising, from 
33 at eleven to 38 at three o’clock. 

The first fox of the day was struck 
back on the Guest land, near Rattle- 
snake Hill. An unlearned one, no 
doubt a youngster, he twisted about, 
into Orange Country, across the Rat- 
tlesnake Hill road, down deep into 
the J. S. Phipps’ ‘Mill’, around by 
the ice-pond, and up Crqmwell’s 
Run. There were several waits when 
Hounds dwelled, uncertain of the 
true line which the grey had crossed 
and recrossed, but never once did 
the pack split. 

In getting over a sizeable post- 
and-rail on the “Mill” land, with a 
cut-away take-off, making the ob- 
stacle a full four feet, Archie Cary 
Randolph, Jr., the fourth behind Dr. 
Randolph, got in close, his mount 
folded under the second rail and 
turned a Fugitive. In one of the 
most smashing crumplers since Fugi- 
tive turned over in the Maryland, 
Archie Cary hit rolling and missed 
the crash of his chestnut’s rump. 

Going back into Piedmont, Hounds 
again started a fox, and it looked as 
if Miss Mary Rumsey and the Wil- 
likam Phillips would see their places 
as Piedmont Hounds went visiting. 
Hopes for a straight-necker went in 
his right-handed swing, back towards 
Rattlesnake. Viewed this time, the 
red looked to be a young one. (With 
more running he should provide 
great lines). 

With Hounds and followers on the 
move in large circles, over pretty 
much the same fields, for well over 
an hour, Dr. Randolph chose to go

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up into the Langley land, across the 
sand-clay, and cast anew. The vans 
of the meet were still by the road- 
side at Atoka, inviting to some to 
pull out, but a full forty went on 


across the Langley airport with 
Hounds. A left handed draw was 
made, from the Washington-Win- 


chester pike,south. 

Right from the very place that the 
great fifty-five minutes of the final 
day of last season, started, Hounds 
sent another red up over the hill, 
into the J. S. Phipps’ ‘“‘Lake Place’. 

A stupid little bar-gate-way in a 
plank fence stalled the field, into a 
single-file parade, and then it was 
catch Hounds if you could, up the 
hill and over the stone wall. Bobby 
Young distinguished himself, fencing 
nicely in a biggish place, on one of 
those big Langley ones of his making. 

Hounds worked their fox well in 
the ‘Lake Place’, a bird paradise 
of Mr. J. S. Phipps’, and carried left 
handed to the sand-clay, where a big 
cap-rocked wall was the in, and the 
out was a reach in those lovely Guest 
post and rails. Sharp cap-rocks are 
not a joy to jump, so some turned 
to search a gate, but there was no 
gate. Others set their horses well, 
and it was on towards ‘Rattlesnake 
Hill’ again. 

Dr. Randolph is always on a good 
one, and it was well that he had 
cleverness and handiness as well un- 
der him on Friday. Going to another 
cap-rocked wall on the Guest place, 
he suddenly pulled up short, so much 
so, that his near boot-leg was creased 
against the wall. His cousin Henry 
Frost Jr., (well known gentleman 
rider), believing there was a refusal, 
set sail, and too just stopped at Dr. 
Randolph’s admonishing ‘‘Ware Dit- 
ch’, Ditch there was indeed, five 
feet deep and six feet across, and 
right at the landing side of the wall. 

Going on down the wall, Dr. Ran- 
dolph found a place possible and over 
he went, with several first flighters. 
It was as fast as you please, behind 
Hounds, all acknowledging a burning 
scent, and settled as a pack on the 
line. Three consecutive fields of turf, 
Mr. Guest’s wheat, which he said not 
to heed, and then back to the field 
where Hounds had honored their 
first and on into Orange County a- 
gain. 

Hounds were not able to carry 
their line longer, and a day was ¢all- 
ed of it when a re-cast proved noth- 
ing, after this last 15 minute streak- 
ing burst. As usual the Piedmont 
Staff acquitted well, never for a mom- 
ent turning back from anything be- 
tween them and Hounds. The 
Whipper-in had a bad fall, when 
his horse went down on the flat, and 
he was dragged, stepped on, when 
hanging on to his reins. Dr. Ran- 
dolph ordered him home, when his 
left knee pained. 

Hounds were taken in at 2:20, 
after almost three hours of continu- 
ous sport and spirited running. For 
those jumping hunters, there were 
over forty fences, of all sorts, and 
some particularly trappy. 

Piedmont Hounds were out on 
Wed., Dec. 7th, and drew off from 
Pelham Corner shortly after eleven. 
The day was bright, one of the most 
gorgeous days of the season, w.th the 
temperature in the high forties. A 
field of some thirty were out expect- 
ing sport, over the lush turf of the 
cattle country in the vicinity of the 
meeting place. 


Huntsman Craun first drew 





through the Houghton Metcalf place, 
then onto and through Welbourne. 
Drawing these two farms blank, it 
was indeed surprising for these cov- 
erts usually yield a fox. Hounds 
then drew through the George Rob- 
erts Slater land, blank again. 


Dr. Randolph then decided to cross 
the pike and went onto Westview, 
more of the Slater land, carrying on 
left-handed towards Goose Creek. 
Nothing was done. Hither the spring- 
like-day was so lovely the foxes had 
gone visiting, or scenting conditions 
were unexplainably impossible. 
Hounds drew on, right handed and 
towards Grafton, where a line was 
struck for a fast ten minutes—to- 
wards Rokeby Farm.

course every fox hunter has heard of the small, fast, famous Pytchley 
pitches. How would this pack work over here? How would the best 
American pack work over there? Its anybody’s guess and one would be as 
good as another. 

Two of the best days I’ve had over here, as I’ve already said, were behind 
English Hounds that were adaptable to the country they were hunted in— 
The Genesee Valley Hunt (N. Y.) with large, white, big-boned Curre bred 
Hounds and Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Hounds (Pa.) with a bitch pack of 
v. W. H. (Cricklade) breeding. Both these packs were practically letter 
perfect, being steady, having good nose, remarkable drive and fine tongues. 
To the question, ‘‘Could American Hounds do better in these two sections?’’, 
I would have to say, “Its doubtful, if what I saw was a sample of the way 
these two packs generally work.” They might do as well but with these 
Hounds giving such satisfaction the question or its answer is unimportant. 
The country in both places is open and similar to certain English grass fly- 
land. 

At Myopia (Mass.) the crossbred Hounds don’t work out as well for the 
terrain hunted as I’m positive American Hounds would. They lack the self- 
hunting instinct for which American Hounds are famous. In addition, with 
such thick underbrush and large coverts they don’t carry the tongue neces- 
sary. I had a long and interesting discussion on this subject with M. F. H. 
Gordon Prince and he voiced the same opinion stating that he was going to 
change over to American Hounds. 

The American pack at Essex (N. J.) struck me as being in the process of 
development and that experiments in breeding were still taking place. A 
great deal of the Trigg Hound strain, with their independent tendencies for 
working when conditions are bad, is in evidence. The day I was out was an 
unfavorable one and whether my impression about their having only fair 
noses is accurate or not I do not know. I’m positive of one thing—by the 
time Huntsman Thomas has a few more years behind him the pack will be 
culled to the point of efficiency. 

At Radnor I found the Penn-Marydel foxhounds in excellent condition. 
Hunting with them I detected several babblers and a few skirters but the 
rest of the pack seemed to possess good heads and plenty of drive. Perhaps 
a bit too independent at crucial moments but this may not be entirely their 
fault. Mr. Jackson who until this year always hunted both packs was not 
carrying the horn this day. 

I doubt if English Hounds could hunt successfully in the countries of the 
Goldens Bridge Hounds, Fairfield and Westchester or Fairfield County. In 
these thickly wooded and dense sections the music of the American Hounds 
is a saving grace to those in the field, for if one is not directly behind 
Hounds all the time it would be impossible to find them but for their ton- 
gues. 





At Meadow Brook various English type Hounds have been bred over a 


long period of years. These Hounds, including a mixture of blood from 
Curre, V. W. H. (Cirencester), Heythrop, S. & W. Wilts and others, work 
very well under the expert handing of Huntsman Allison. In this restrict- 
ed ‘‘estate’’ section Hounds must be up to perfect control and tractibility 
and so here the Huntsman and Whippers-in are all important. 

All of which leads to this observation. I believe that Hounds in England 
are generally better trained and prepared for the actual hunting season. 
The hunt staffs through long service and inheritance of their respective po- 
sitions have more of a sixth sense in determining when and what should be 
done with Hounds in the field. It is a great art—being able to decide when 
individual judgement should supersede Hound judgement. Hounds rarely 
should be taken entirely off their noses but when lifted should be made to 
try as they go. They are easily corrupted by man as well as by their own 
pack members. If by Hound, the guilty ones can be taken out and so the 
responsibility beyond type, blood and inherent features lies with human 
knowledge and experience. Hounds should be made steady and it should 
be required that all in the pack really draw. Following at heel means 
noses wasted. If the woodlands are large the Huntsman should have a good 
voice for Hounds won't spread if they cannot hear him occasionally. In- 
stead of seeking the fox they will be spending time listening, if not encour- 
aged. Mr. James Appleton, (Uncle Jimmy) ex-M. F. H. of Myopia, has the 
best Huntsman’s voice I’ve heard. 

I believe it true that all types of Hounds go fast enough when scent is 
particularly good. It is, however, the excellent and ambitious Hound that 
goes faster than others when scenting is rather indifferent. As to noses 
very often Hounds with good noses appear not to have them because they 
lack patience and some quality of temperament. Good men can help Hounds 
of this type. There are two schools of thought as to how Hounds should be 
hunted. One believes that they should be allowed to do their own hunting 
without interference and should never be cast. The other feels that Hounds 
at times can be judiciously helped and many advantages had without letting 
them tie upon the scent all day——never really hitting it off. Personally I 
favor this later system providing the Huntsman has had enough experience 
and is smart enough to assist rather than hinder by his efforts. The impor- 
So much can happen to 
alter scent that if this is not done opportunity may be lost. As one old- 
timer put it the Chase should be ‘‘short, sharp and decisive.”

that Mrs. Waddell showed how much 
horse she had left. Giving Sobersides 
a long, but tight-reined ride, with her 
mount well collected, the winner had 
much the best, turning back Faint 
Glow by a good half-a-length. Mr. 
Greene had _ considerable’ trouble 
keeping his mount running straight 
in the final half-hundred yards, and 
lost noticeable ground. Mrs. George 
Cutting on her Irish Buckle, the win- 
ner of last March’s Warrenton Point- 
to-Point open race was third and not 
in contention in the final run, twenty 
lengths off the leaders, while Miss 
Anne Kenyon was two lengths off, 
for fourth, on her Curriculum. 

A crowd, estimated at about five 
hundred was on hand for the three 
race meeting, and witnessed a field 
of eight go post-wards for the contest 
for the 190 Pound prize. Among the 
starters was A. Mackay Smith on his 
Bayard, the most frequent winning 
combination for heavyweight honors 
in the state. Bayard, along with 
Athlone, T. Beatty Brown’s Irish 
mare, winner of the Middleburg 
Heavyweight plate last February, 
were the favorites, with un-proved 
ones in Runanplay, with Crompton 
Smith up and Capt. R. J. Kirkpatrick 
on his own Nemo, to be considered. 

Capt. Kirkpatrick set the pace to 
the first fence, and Beatty Brown, 
easily distinguished, hatless and toe- 
headed was easing along, second, to 
the first flag, ahead of Crompton 
Smith. Wallace Kenyon, on his Pard- 
ner, had taken a slightly different 
course, saved ground, to be well up 
with the leaders going to the first 
turn. From then on, the eventual 
winner, Seaweed, with E. Kenneth 
Jenkins, owner up, made the running 
and began to string out the field in 
his wake. By Oceanic, bred, raised 
and trained in the Old Dominion 
country, at Oakwood and made by 
Sterling Larrabee, M. F. H. of Old 
Dominion Hunt, it was but natural 
that Mr. Jenkins should sail home 
the winner on Seaweed. 

Hunted two days a week through- 
out the present season with Old 
Dominion Mr. Jenkins had a fit one 
under him, who could take the hills 
well and snake fences were his lik- 
ing. With Mr. Jenkins out on _ top 
around the third flag, Mr. Brown at- 
tempted to save ground in flying a 
ditch. His Irish mare Athlone took 
off in deep going, landed in deeper, 
went to her knees, catapaulting her 
rider some thirty feet. Mr. Brown, 
hatless as he started, hit on his brow 
and was badly stunned, not recalling 
the race, even an hour later. 

With Mr. Jenkins in front by 5 
lengths and the two Smiths, Cromp- 
and A. Mackay, contesting his speed 
and knowledge of the country, gain- 
ed in tagging along behind in the 
Open Race, Mr. Kenyon, Capt. Kirk- 
patrick, William Phillips and William 
Easton, each in turn stopped to lend 
the unconscious Mr. Brown a hand. 
His mare’s reins still looped about 
his boot, she was loosed. Patrol Jud- 
ges: Amory Carhart and William 
Street then took charge. 

Coming down to the next to the 
last fence, Mr. Smith got out on top, 
when Mr. Jenkins ran by the panel, 
though Runanplay almost came 
down. Seaweed quickly made up for 
the mistake, caught Mr. Smith, went 
on to win as he pleased by 15 to 18 
lengths, pulled up. 

A. Mackay Smith on his consistent 
Bayard was well out of it third, with 
Mr. Easton and Mr. Phillips in order. 
Mr. Kenyon and Capt. Kirkpatrick 
finished in order, on tired horses, 
after having stopped for Mr. Brown.

decisions will be final, and whose effort will be to arrange for as evenly a 
matched list of starters as is possible. 

As the race is for riders who have not yet arrived at the highest possible 
point of perfection in timber racing, and for horses who might be classified 
as between second and third class, the difficult task of definition would be 
about as follows: namely, that the rider should not have won too many 
races, and that he should have a main occupation in life other than horses, 
and that the horses should be either rather old or rather young. 

The impossibility of slowing up timber races has been hotly argued. 

This race attempts to do so by: being 3% miles long; by being somewhat 
up and down hill; by having in it fairly big fences, stiff and varied in char- 
acter; by having in it several turning flags where horses must be taken 
back; and by having in it neither horses nor riders who have yet reached 
what is technically known as the top. 

A map of the course accompanies this document which is supposed to be 
self explanatory. From this it may be noted that there is only one fairly 
steep hill in it. namely, between number 3rd and the water jump—which 
jg short; and that fences numbers 6th and 18th are placed so close to a turn- 
ing flag that the riders will be obliged to take back for them in order to 
jump them at a reasonable speed. An unrateable horse in such a race would 
obviously put his rider at a disadvantage. 

The race is for horses, not simply at the end of a hunting season, but suffi- 
ciently conditioned for racing to enable them to stand the work which they 
are asked to do; and the race is to be a flagged course, as it is believed that 
a regular point-to-point puts more emphasis on the riders’ knowledge of the 
country than is desired. 

It will be seen that this race seeks to be somewhat different from the gen- 
eral run of post and rail races, since there are plenty of the usual kind, and 
if this becomes like all the others it loses its point. Hence, no entry blanks 
will be sent out, and it is requested that this document be answered by a 
letter addressed to Arthur I. Meigs, 205 South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, 
not later than April 11th, giving a general description of the horse propos- 
ed to be entered and his rider; and it is further requested that entries be 
turned in as soon as possible in order to facilitate the work of the Commit- 
tee. 

The Committee will pass on the weights to be carried by the different 
horses. The scale may run from 150 to 175 pounds. Overweight allowed. 

The race is to be ridden in pink. 

Lunch will be served at Landhope for Riders from 12 o’clock on, and the 
course may be walked over, but not ridden over, for a week before the race. 

The ideal number of starters in this race would be fifteen, but the Com- 
mittee would be pleased to receive the names of horses and riders who, in 
the judgment of their proposers, fall into the category as described above. 

It is hoped that some fifty or sixty distinguished sportsmen and sports- 
women, more or less and thereabouts, can be persuaded to take lunch at 
Landhope prior to the race, and the entire countryside is welcome to attend. 
The visibility from the spectators’ standpoint is equal to or better than the 
visibility of the Maryland Cup, great as that race undoubtedly is. 

A pleasant afternoon of sport is hoped for, and enjoyment is sought for 
Riders, Owners, and Spectators, in the order named. 

For the sake of the fair name of the Committee as a whole ,the author- 
ship of this document may as well be confessed at once. It was penned by 
the Secretary, who hopes that the recipients will enjoy its perusal.

ANALYSIS OF THE LANDHOPE CUP RUN APRIL 21st, 1936 

In a course with 20 fences, one fence, the 13th, was broken. 

Out of 13 starters, 6 completed the course without any serious mistake 
from start to finish. 

One horse, Daniel Quinn, lost rider going to the last. 

One horse, Money Order, fell at the Ist. 

Eight horses, all told, completed the course. One horse, Pilot, was run- 
ning head and head with the leader at the last fence, when he ran out, and 
finished 7th; and another, High Game, had one refusal and finished 8th. 

After the 3rd, there were 9 horses left; one of these, High Game, refused 
at the 5th, and the other, Pendennis Boy, refused the 8th and lost rider, so 
that, from the 3rd to the finish, 7 horses went without fault. 

Time for 3% miles: 9.48 2-5. 

This is at an average speed of 2 min. 37 sec. per mile. 

The Maryland is run at about 2 min. 15 sec. per mile. 

The Landhope Cup is 4 mile shorter than the Maryland. It has 20 fences 
as against 22 for the Maryland, but the Landhope Cup has in it 4 additional 
water crossings. 

From the highest point of the Landhope Cup to the lowest is 90 feet— 
much more hilly, therefore, than the Maryland—and there are 8 places in 
the Landhope Cup where horses have to be taken back: 2 hairpin turning 
beacons, 4 water crossings, 1 fence, the 6th, very close to a turn, and 50 
yards of plough. 

Only one horse hit the biggest fence, the 6th, and 9 crossed it. 

Almost all trouble was at the early and small fences. 

No horse or rider was injured.

Who Remembers? 


By W. Gartrell 

Middleburg’s first and only boom 
came along in 1911 when J. B. Thom- 
as bought the Mrs. Annie Leith place 
and set about remodelling the old 
mansion and building (of all things! 
as the Natives exclaimed) dog hous- 
es, or more properly speaking, ken- 
nels. And such was the exquisite 
ignorance of the undiluted Virginian 
that many refused to believe that 
ANYBODY actually would spend all 
that money to house a few hounds! 

An army of workmen was needed 
in the tearing-down-building-up op- 
erations and the one hotel and all the 
little boarding houses were full to 
overflowing, with private houses be- 
ing opened, (with proper reluctance, 
of course) to the lucrative business 
of boarding workmen. 

Automobiles in that good day were 
a thing unknown and Uncle Joe Mar- 
tin is said to have used more than 
fifty horses and half as many ‘“‘fixes’’, 
buggies and spring wagons in local 
parlance, in taking and fetching the 
men to and from work. Uncle Joe 
operated a livery stable here for 
years and did a land office business 
during the Thomas boom. He even 
went the length of using his own 
span of brown ponies, the pride of his 
horse-loving heart, in order to meet 
the urgent demand for transporta- 
tion. The teams would come in at 
night brown with dust after the five- 
mile drive and the passengers fared 
hardly better. 

Right then Middleburg got her first 
grocery and meat market and the 
bread man began coming every day 
instead of twice a week. Domestic 
labor took an upsurge as house- 
keepers hired cooks to take care of 
the boarder business. The quiet old 
town echoed to the tread of many 
strange footsteps and for the first 
time in her history, residents ceased 
to be excited when two or three 
strange men were seen walking about 
town in one day. All available local 
labor was used and this proved a 
God-send to the more or less efficient 
carpenters and stone masons. 

Middleburg was having growing 
pains and soon these pains were 
translated into fresh paint and addi- 
tions to old houses and, actually, a 
new one was built on East Main 
street next door to the present home 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. K. Risdon. The 
Natives piously lamented the advent 
of Damyankees, confidently prophe- 
sying that ‘“‘the day would come when 
not one of them would be left.” 

Fox-hunting took on a heightened 
tempo when the Huntland kennels 
and modern stables were completed 
and the Hounds took the field under 
Huntsman Charles W. Carver, whom 
Mr. Thomas described as the ‘‘Most 
clever huntsman within my _ ken.” 
Carver ’unted the ’ounds until 1925 
when Mr. Thomas himself took them 
over and the Huntsman turned his 
attention to the breeding packs. 

In his ‘‘Hounds and Hunting’’, Mr. 
Thomas tells of a run made just 22 
years ago, December 6, 1916, by the 
Piedmont pack in a gale of wind 
when they held a line for ten miles. 
Again on December 138th, hunters 
enjoyed “The greatest day’s sport 
ever known in the Piedmont country 
—four clean-cut, beautiful runs 
through delightful riding country ly- 
ing between Francis Mill and Clifton 
Mill. Four foxes viewed away, four 
foxes run to earth—about twenty- 
five miles of galloping behind the 
pack run no less than 
three to four miles, the longest 
twelve to fourteen. A bit of snow 
on the ground, the most marvelous 
sky effects and views of the Blue

Ridge Mountains in distant sunshine, 
occasionally cut off by snow squalls. 
Two ladies, Mrs. Thomas and Miss 
Landenburg, went the whole route 
and finished the day.’’
